DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2 and 4-6 (renumbered 1-4) are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: 

Glintz (US 6,463,976) is seen to constitute the closest prior art of record. Glintz 
teaches a runflat wheel assembly comprising a rim/disc and a tire, wherein a runflat 
support member is disposed within a tire cavity defined between said rim and said tire. 
Furthermore, the runflat support member comprises an annular shell 3 and a pair of 
elastic rings 4,5, wherein the support surface defined by the annular shell has two 
convexly curved surface sections. In this instance, however, Glintz fails to define the 
rigidity of the elastic rings and thus necessarily fails to teach the claimed relationship 
between the respective rigidities and an offset amount of the rim. One of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time of the invention would not have found it obvious to modify the 
wheel assembly of Glintz in accordance to the claimed invention.
